It came to source's attention that this specific 
request had been received by the NY Residency from KGB 
Headquarters, Moscow, and was apparently pre<2icated upon 
the renewal of the U.S. bombing efforts in Vietnam. Moscow 
desired to determine, if possible, whether this renewal 
v;as supported in any manner by a general increase in activity 
in various military installations both in the NYC and WDC 
area, thus perhaps presaging a renewal of ground troop 
activities on the part of U.S. forces in Vietnam.
